But this newest 
discovery isn’t only for children, it’s for adults as well—for all 
the estimated 95 percent of Americans who suffer from decay. 


\e if As we went to press, Dr. Donald A. Wallace, secretary of 

the Council on Dental Therapeutics told us this about the new 

J ( discovery: “It is backed by convincing evidence of potential 
Py ® therapeutic value.” 


Dentifrices containing the new ingredient are called ‘‘am- 
moniated”’ or ‘“‘ammonium ion” dentifrices because the ma- 
terials they contain generate ammonia when moistened. The 
ammonia does the job, and it turns out to be a multiple-panzer 
assault on decay. 


Irs an easy-to-follow assault, too. Every time you eat sweets, 
chemicals called enzymes set off a reaction in your mouth by 
which the sweets are changed to acid. The acid starts eating 
away at your teeth. 

To be sure, some tooth-decay enzymes are naturally present 
in your saliva and in the food you eat. But most of them are 
created by certain bacteria which swarm in your mouth. The 

By J. D. Lawrence bacteria are known by the jawbreaking name of Lactobacillus 
acidophilus. Let’s just call them L. a. bacteria. 

and Lawrence Galton Scientists aren't vet willing to go out on a limb and ascribe 
all the dirty work to L. a. bacteria. But they do know that these 
particular microbes are always present in large numbers when 
the dirty work occurs. 

The evidence shows that an ammoniated dentifrice not 
only kills off the L. a. bacteria. In addition, it goes on to slow 
down the process by which enzymes turn sugar into acid, and 
even neutralizes acid already formed. 

As tho all this weren’t enough, it goes on to do another 
vital job. The focal points of decay in your mouth are gluey 
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coatings which accumulate on certain areas of your teeth and 
act as catchalls for bacteria. 

These coatings also soak up the acid and hold it close to the 
tooth enamel—right where it will do the most harm. 

Ammonia’s final coup is to go to work on those gluey ac- 
cumulations, breaking them down so that thev’re no longer 
happy little homes for bacteria. 

Incredible? 

Consider the case of one man of 45, who in 44 months had 
had 13 cavities. In the next 44 months, using an experimental 
ammonium dentifrice, he developed just one cavity. 

There was the young woman of 23, who over a 64-year 
period had to have 46 cavities filled. In the next 45 months, 
using ammonium ion, she developed none at all. 

Of course, dentists don’t put too much faith in wonderful 
results reported in individual cases. But when you get such re- 
a significant one. 

Recently, before the International Association for Dental 
Research, Dr. Chester J. Henschel, of New York City, re- 
ported that he and his associates—Dr. Leon Lieber, Dr. Jack 
Kopely, and Dr. Morris H. Gudwin—had kept dental histories 
of 150 carefully observed adults, 100 of them using a dentifrice 
containing ammonium ion. This group showed an average re- 
duction of 35 percent in cavities.

In ILLINOIS another mass experiment is taking place in the 
public schools of Aurora and Peoria. There fifth and sixth 
graders are brushing their teeth with an ammoniated dentifrice 
compounded according to a formula developed at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois by Dr. Robert G. Kesel, J. F. O’Donnell, Dr. 
E. R. Kirch, and Dr. E. C. Wach. 

The first clue that ammonia might be effective in fighting 
tooth decay was turned up back in 1934 by Carl J. and Carl 
T. Grove, a father-and-son team of dental researchers in St. 
Paul. They were comparing the saliva of individuals who 
seemed to be immune to cavities with that of individuals suf- 
fering from active tooth decay. There was just one striking 
difference. The saliva of those who seemed immune had a 
noticeably higher ammonia content. 
the that 
monia would dissolve the gluey coatings on the teeth. They 


Following up this lead, Groves discovered am- 
concluded that ammonia, if not a complete answer to the 
mystery of decay, was at least a protection. In 1942, the Groves 
tossed in additional evidence showing that ammonia inhibited 
the growth of L. a. bacteria.

Tue next important step was made by Dr. Robert M. 
Stephan, of the United States Public Health Service. He knew 
that the ammonia in saliva, which comes partly from the break- 


ing down of urea found in everyone’s mouth, counteracts the 
acid tendencies of the gluey coatings. He reasoned that if extra 
urea could be introduced into the saliva, it might be possible 
to make a person artifically immune to cavities.

Benjamin F. Miller, Stephan experimented on a 
the Zoller Memorial Dental 
Clinic in Chicago. For two vears the teen-agers brushed their 
teeth twice’a day with synthetic urea. Result. was a whopping 


95-percent reduction in the occurrence of cavities. 
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In 1945, Doctor Kesel and his group at Illinois, in a brilliant 
series of bacteriological tests, proved that ammonia would kill 
L. a. bacteria, just as the Groves had claimed. 

Next Kesel’s group cast around for a suitable ammonia- 
containing substance and came up with a compound called 
dibasic ammonium phosphate. They incorporated it into a 
dentifrice and mouth rinse which was handed out to a select 
group of dental students and patients at the University of 
Illinois Dental Clinic 
whose mouths teemed with a particularly high percentage of 


“select” meaning they were individuals 


L. a. bacteria. 

For five months, the human guinea pigs used diabasic 
ammonium phosphate every morning and night. Every week 
they reported to the clinic for an L. a. count. At the end of five 
months, Kesel and his associates reported that every individual 
except one (who was uncooperative) showed marked reduction 
in the number of L. a. present in his saliva. Moreover, the 
patients said their mouths felt ‘exceptionally clean.”’ Examina- 
tions showed their teeth were notably free from coatings and 
deposits. 


Boru urea and dibasic ammonium phosphate offered certain 
unique advantages as Cavity-preventive agents. Urea had a 
more effective action on the gluey coatings. Dibasic am- 
monium phosphate provided a quicker knockout punch 
against the L. a. bacteria. In combination, the two were found 
to be more potent than either alone. 

Today different formulas for the combination have been 
developed, one by the Kesel group, the other by Henschel and 
his associates. The difference is in the percentage of urea used. 

You can get ammoniated dentifrices now, at an ever-in- 
creasing number of drugstores. (Don’t go off half-cocked and 
start brushing your teeth with household ammonia. For it is 
entirely different from the chemical substances used in am- 
monium-ion dentifrices.) 

For best protection you should brush your teeth immediately 
after every meal. Tooth decay isn’t the continuous gnawing- 
away process that it was once thought to be, but may occur 
with explosive intensity immediately after you've eaten car- 
bohydrates. That's why it’s important to brush your teeth as 
soon as possible after eating. 

If you think this is too Spartan a program, and if you’re not 
too susceptible to cavities, chances are you can get by with 

breakfast, after 
the evening meal. If you like to raid the refrigerator before 


twice-a-day brushing—once after and once 
you go to bed, your second brushing can wait till after your 
bedtime snack. 

With only a single brushing daily, the effectiveness of an 
ammoniated dentifrice probably dwindles considerably. But 
even then it should offer some protection, since an appreciable

How to bake 


Slice cookies (recipe, page 99) 1g inch 
thick to bake. Place 1 inch apart on 
cooky sheet. Bake in moderately hot 
oven (375°) 10 to 12 minutes, or until 
lightly browned. One recipe will make 
4 to 6 dozen cookies. 

If the dough is too soft to handle, chill 
it briefly. To make rectangles, photo- 
graph at right, roll dough between two 
sheets of waxed paper—it’s much easier 
to handle. To keep sides straight push 
edges with flat side of knife or spatula. 


Ribbon Cookies 


Top picture: Line box (4 inches wide by 
7 inches long is good size) with waxed 
paper. Roll plain and chocolate dough 
into 7- by 8-inch rectangles 3/g inch thick. 
Cut each in half to make 4- by 7-inch 
rectangles. 

Now with wide spatula transfer plain 
layer to box. Brush with hot milk, adda 
chocolate layer; continue till layers are 
used.

Pinwheels 


Roll both plain and chocolate dough 
into 10- by 12-inch rectangles, 3/16 inch 
thick.

Trust your baby fo eat enough 


Coaxing him to eat more than he wants 


By Ann Usher 


~ 
Your baby knows when he is 
hungry. He also knows when he is 
full. And he can signal, too, when 
he wants more of something. If 
you'll just trust these three instincts 
of his, he will do all right. He'll eat 
the right amounts for his individu- 
al needs at his age. And you won't 
have to worry about a feeding 
problem 

If you stuff him with food he 
doesn’t want, you may turn him 
into a poor eater. Excessive effort 
to make a child eat is seldom 
A well baby is 
not likely to stop eating before he 
has had all he needs at that particular 
moment. The thing for you to real- 
ize is that his need for food may 
vary from one meal to another, 


necessary anyway 


from one age to another, from one 
season to another. 


can bring on mealtime problems 


What if your baby was a lusty 
eater when he was tiny and now he 
isn’t? Such a development is per- 
fectly natural. Its nothing to 
worry about. During the first year 
all babies may be big eaters one 
month, light eaters the next. And 
after they reach their first birth- 
day, their appetite almost always 
falls off. 

That’s because a baby doesn’t 
grow as fast in his second vear. He 
doesn’t need as much food, in pro- 
portion to his size, as he did during 
his early months. In his first year, 
he accomplishes the most enor- 
mous growth of his career. Never 
again will he be expected to triple 
his weight in one year 

So expect smaller 
the second year as a matter of 
course. Your baby will let you 


appetites in 


know when he wants more to cat. 
And even in that first year, tho you 
know he has a big growing job to 
do, you can trust your baby to 
know how much food he wants at a 
time. If your doctor says “‘let him 
have two ounces of cereal now,” 
he means your baby can have two 
ounces if the baby wants it. No 
modern doctor means for you to 
force-leed your child. 


Ly ANY event, it usually doesn’t 
do much good to try to feed your 
baby more than he wants. It’s no 
trick to get a hungry baby to eat 
more, but there is nothing more 
firmly closed than the mouth of an 
infant who doesn’t want what you 
are trying to poke into him. If you 
should succeed in cramming in a

fiercely fought morsel, he’s an ex- 
pert at spitting it out again. If he 
unwittingly swallows it, then he’s 
really mad. And you may bring 
on a feeding problem by your 
persistence. 

No one likes to throw out un- 
eaten food, but it’s better to respect 
your baby’s refusal. You can offer 
a smaller portion the next time, 
Otherwise you may set up a dis- 
like for a particular food, perhaps 
even for food in general. 


Ix ADDITION to having greater 
appetites at one time than another, 
some children occasionally go on 
favorite food sprees. They'll eat 
all they can get of a certain food 
and refuse entirely other foods 


offered at the same time. Such ex- 
clusive preferences don’t last long 
at a time. Apparently they do no 
harm, so don’t worry about them. 


Peruaps you’ve read of Dr.

And more dangerous 
by far than these accidents is the 
terrible psychological impact of a 
disability on a child. 


Ac ‘CIDENTS don’t just happen. 
They have to be invited to happen. 
Carelessness is the engraved bid to 
misery and death. 

How can you prevent acc idents? 
The National Safety Council has 
made a study of them. The coun- 
cil can predict accurately how and 
where accidents will happen. The 
council can indicate the danger- 
ous home areas and the hazardous 
objects that will be involved. Itcan 
prophesy the number of children 
who will die or be crippled this 
year, list the parts of their bodies 
most likely to be damaged. This is 
what the safety council knows: 

Ihe yard is the most dangerous 
area of a home. The yard, the 
kitchen, and the stairs account for 
more than 50 percent ol the home 
injuries to children. 

What objects will be involved? 
The most likely: tools and sharp in- 
struments, furnishings and equip- 
ment, utensils, slippery surfaces, 
heating units, laundry equipment 
and materials, toys and play equip- 
ment.

| HE conclusion to be drawn from 


these statistics is pointed. If our 


yards were clean and safe, our 
kitchens free of poisonous materials 
and dangerous equipment, our 
tools and knives put away, tens of 
thousands of children would not be 
injured annually, hundreds more 
would not die. 

In spite of this knowledge, why 
are children each day crippled 
and murdered by apparently in- 
significant hazards at home? Let 
observers in Los Angele s tell you. 
This sprawling Western city with 
its rapidly increasing population, 
its congestion, is a concentrated 
version of what is going on else- 
where. Dr. John Lyttle, Medical 
Director of Children’s Hospital,

Only parents can safeguard chil- 
dren from firearms. They alone can 
make absolutely certain that car- 
tridges are removed from the 
breech; that weapons are kept out 
of the reach of children playing 
cowboys. 


Falls 


Oddly enough, falls kill fewer 
children than adults in home ac- 
cidents; less than 10 percent of the 
children, but more than 60 percent 
of the older folks. Altho, more often 
than not, falls do not end in death, 
they frequently cause the most 
serious injuries. It’s not the fall, 
but the objects children fall on or 
the things they clutch that do the 
damage. David tripped on a 
sprinkler head in the lawn; his leg 
was crushed under him. Stuart 
clutched a stick as he slipped while 
clambering over a small fence; the 
stick went thru his cheek 

hen there are the babies who 
fall from chairs and tables. The 
youngsters pushed off scooters 
and bicycles. The slippery rugs, 
rickety steps, broken concrete 
walks—and a thousand other re- 
pairable menaces about the home. 

Supervision and training, again, 
are the only cures. Watch your 
children as they play, explain dan- 
gers to them. Train them early to 
carry tools correctly, point down, 
Teach them consideration for 
other children riding scooters. 
Build orderly habits so that toys 
aren’t left near stairs. Train your- 
self as well. Rubberize loose rugs, 
scatter sand over icy walks, put 
ladders in the garage. Remember, 
in the long run, it is only your own 
habits that stand between well and 
happy children or misery and sud- 
den death. 


Tuere are other accident cate- 
gories, other causes of death inher- 
ent in every home. But those listed 
here are the major ones. Together, 
they are responsible for more than 
70 percent of all home accidents 
involving children which result in 
death

F . outright carelessness and 
unperceptive parents!’ is the re- 
port of the medical director of the 
Children’s Hospital in Los Angeles 

That is the formula for infant 
mayhem—true in one degree or 
another of every city, town, village, 
and home in America. Home ac- 
cidents have risen to a point where 
they indicate a national break- 
down in child-parent relationship. 
Gruesome statistics haven’t seemed 
to curb the rate. Perhaps a close-up 
view of a crushed arm, a broken 
chest, a scalded face will. But 
can you afford to wait until the 
ambulance comes?

By eliminating 
plastering, papering, and masonry, 
we would not have to call in out- 
side help, thereby saving on the 
cost of labor, as well as avoiding 
the inevitable delays in construc- 
tion. Fortunately, we had a lot big 
enough for a small house of almost 
anv design. 

We kept all specifications to 
standard sizes of lumber, to save 
material and tme in measuring 
and cutting. Since 12 feet was the 
maximum span the joists would

building code, we fixed the depth 
of the house at 24 feet. We set the 
width at 23 feet. These dimensions 
give 540 square feet of interior 
space, divided into living room and 
dining area, bedroom, kitchen, 
and bath. Walls are 8 feet high in 
the rear, rising to 10 feet in front to 
support a sloping roof with an 
overhang—a desirable feature in 
the rainy Oregon climate.

Pur main partition between the 
rooms was to run straight thru the 
center of the house, serving as sup- 
port for the roof. In the front half 
of the house we put the living and 
dining area; the other half we 
divided between the kitchen and 
bedroom, with the smallest possible 
bathroom between. By placing the 
bathroom between the kitchen and 
bedroom, we could put all the 
plumbing in one wall, and could 
use the remaining inner wall space 
for closets and storage. 

This central partition changed 
somewhat between plan and con- 
Jerry and I wanted to 
make the interior of the house as

open as possible to give a feel of 
more space. We planned to use a 
half partition between the kitchen 
and dining area, and make the 
bedroom an alcove off the living 
room. However, Mother objected 
to this arrangement—she wanted 





the bedroom shut off from the liv- 
ing room. We compromised on a 
temporary partition, which we 
can remove at any time 


Ix ORDER to save time, and the 
masonry work we didn’t like, we 
decided not to build a foundation, 
but to set the house on piers, with 
an apron around the base. We of- 
fered as jusufication the hope that 
we could move the house to the 
beach at some later date, and build 
a larger house for Mother and Dad 

We achieved another big saving 
by single construction. Ceiling 
joists hold up both the roof and the 
finished ceiling. We used fir for 
walls, both exterior and interior, 
because it was the cheapest wood 
we could get at the time. Outside, 
we finished the rustic siding with a 
brown stain and white trim. In- 
side, we sanded and waxed the 
walls to a natural finish. Hemlock 
wasn't much more expensive than 
fir, and we thought it took a better 
finish, so we used that on the floors 
We put tar paperon the roof because 
it was quick, easy, and economical 


Jerry and I take all the credit 
for the house, but the building was 
really a family affair. Dad worked 
on it Saturdays and Sundays, Bud, 
a brother-in-law, helped a good 
deal, and Mother was often there 
with practical suggestions.

Yeed more shelves?

a house with enough shelf storage space is rare. 
Simple shelves, planned and built for a specific use, can 
do a lot to solve the where-to-put-it problem in any 
home, vours included. And building shelves is one of the 
easiest projects anyone can undertake. 

Usually you can build strong shelves most economical- 
ly of 1-inch white pine lumber. Its worth the extra cost to 
buy finished lumber, clear of knots. If you want a back 
on your shelves, cut it from thin hardboard or plywood. 
If vou omit the back, and shelves show signs of swaying, 
brace them with )4-inch wood strips placed diagonally 
across the back. You can nail a set of shelves together, but 
screws will increase the strength of the joints. 

Here, and on pages that follow, are nine tested ideas 
for building shelves. Construction in each case is simple. 
You won't need power tools. Most of these shelves you 
can build with a hammer, saw, brace and bit, screw- 
driver, rule, and square. If craftsmanship just isn’t up 
your alley, one set can be built without any tools at all. 


Stanley 


Basic shelf construction. Shelves butted tight against 
solid endpieces and screwed in place are easy to build. 
Here, stop washers are used to permit tightening of the 
screws without chewing into the wood. 

If vour lumber dealer doesn’t sell lumber cut to your 
measurements, measure each piece accurately and make 
the saw cuts as square as you can. Mark the position of 
each shelf carefully so it will be exactly level. Tack 
shelves in place temporarily with a few small nails to hold 
them while vou drill pilot holes and drive screws. In 1- 
inch lumber, screws 2!4 inches long spaced about every 4 
inches will give sufficient strength. 

Before you paint, round sharp edges slightly with fine 
sandpaper. Tho it isn’t necessary, you can use a power 
saw to increase the strength of these shelves by cutting 
shallow grooves in the endpieces for shelves to slip into. 
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Here are seven ways you can 


solve your storage problems 


For a heavy load. A cleat placed under each 
shelf (sketch, right) gives added strength to 
wide, long shelves. If screws are used (top 
cleat, right) drive them from the inside. If 
nails are used, drive them from the outside 
and bend points across the grain (bottom 
Then, at 3-foot intervals, support shelves 
with inverted-L supports like the one in 
photograph. Build supports of 2x2 lumber, 
toenail to shelf below, and nail on shelf above. 
A facing board (in hands) improves looks. 
lo protect food in glass jars, hang a curtain of un- 
bleached muslin across front of shelves. Space shelves far 
enough apart so you can see what is behind the front row. 


For basement or garage. Even if you can’t saw a straight 
line, you can build shelves. Boards supported on loose 
stacks of clean bricks make shelves that hold a lot of 
things in basement or garage. Three stacks of bricks 
hold shelves up to 8 feet long with a minimum of sagging.

Adjustable shelves for light loads. Small 
metal clips with metal dowels attached (see 
sketch), available at hardware stores, can 
be used to make adjustable shelves.

lo control the depth of the holes you drill, 
make a bit stop by boring thru a small stick 
lengthwise, then cutting it to length (see 
sketch). The weight of the shelf holds the 
supports in place. You can get the same effect 
by letting your shelf rest on pairs of screw 
eyes (see sketch) turned into the uprights. 


Adjustable shelves for heavy loads. If the shelves must 
carry a lot of weight, books for example, you can make 
them adjustable with supporting metal strips and clips, 
known as pilaster strips, standard strips, or ratchet strips. 
For strength, hold strips in place with screws. 

Be sure the holes in all strips line up exactly. Some- 
times strips aren't cut accurately, or you might not want 
to start them at the bottom of the case. You can level 
them with a stick that has a slightly projecting nail at 
one end. Rest the stick on the bottom of the case, and 
put nail in corresponding hole in each successive strip to 
hold strip at the right height while you fasten it in place.

Inter- 
estingly enough, in all states ex- 
cept two, New Jersey and Cali- 
fornia, a dog is entitled to the first

However, in most all communities, 
the dog owner is liable for all dam- 
age or injury committed by his pet 
when it’s off his premises. 


He's 
so little and his coat is so thin that 
its hard to imagine taking him out 
in cold weather for exercise.

Every dog needs fresh air and ex- 
ercise, even in winter. Besides, any 
normal, healthy dog loves to chase 
dried leaves or frolic in the snow 
for short periods, regardless of the 
temperature. If it gets really cold, 
dress your dog in a wool sweater. 
You can get one in any pet shop. 
Air and walk your pup in winter. 
He can take it, if he keeps on the 


move. 


Does my dog need vitamins in win- 
ter? If so, which ones? And in what 


form should I give them to him? 


Mrs. 4.bF.. Michigan. 

Your dog needs vitamins all the 
time, winter or summer. But his 
Vitamin D reserve is usually at a 
low ebb during cold weather, es- 
pecially if he’s out of the sun prac- 
tically all the time. Good sources 
of Vitamin D are cod-liver oil, soy- 
bean oil, irradiated yeast, brewer's 
yeast, tomato juice. In fact, all dogs

Are corner blocks used? In chairs and 
tables, the use of triangular corner 
blocks at the top of the legs, whenever 
the design permits, is a mark of good 
construction. They should be glued and 
screwed in place, with wood grain run- 
ning diagonally to the grain in side rails.

How is the top attached? A table will stand up better 
if the top is attached with dowels, screws, or special 
metal clips instead of with glue. The use of glue in this 


joint may cause the top to split as it swells or shrinks with 


variations in the weather. 


The drawers 


How do the drawers work? Make sure that the drawers 
slide without the slightest sign of binding, and that 
handles are attached solidly so they won’t pull loose. If 
there are doors, check to see that they fit snugly without 
any indication of warping. 

Are drawer corners dovetailed? Yight, permanent dove- 
tailing at all four corners of each drawer is a dependable 
mark of top-quality furniture. Often you'll find the 
back of the drawer is merely slipped into a groove. For 
maximum strength, the back of the drawer should extend 
down over the bottom. 

Sketched below are three types of drawer-corner con- 
struction. The dovetail sketched at the right is the most 
commonly used in quality furniture.

Be careful not to confuse the modified dovetail in the 
center with the common corner joint at the left; the 
latter has lateral weakness. 

How is the workmanship? Drawers should be smoothly 
sanded on all sides, inside and out. Check to see that top 
edges are rounded evenly, and that the exposed bottom 

has a smooth, clean face. Also 
look for small wood blocks on the 
bottom, glued both to the bottom 
and to the side. They are a mark 
ol quality. 

What (ype of drawer slide ts used? 
Pull out a drawer and look at the 
slide arrangement. There are three 
types of slides now used in quality 
furniture. The “furniture” or cen- 
ter slide is sketched at the left.

Is the stain applied evenly? If you spot unevenness of tone, 
or contrasting light and dark areas, the stain was ap- 
plied carelessly. The best natural finishes are obtained 
on hardwoods such as birch or oak. In painted furniture, 
however, softwood such as pine is often used because it is 
cheaper and more easily worked. 

fre hidden surfaces finished? Such areas as the backs of 
chests and the bottoms of drawers should have at least a 
light coat of finish. The wood needs that protection 
against moisture and insect damage. 

Is the finish of high quality? You can judge the qual- 
ity of a finish by two tests. First, in some hidden area, 
try scratching the finish with your thumbnail. A cheap 
finish will mar easily, chipping off and leaving a white 
line. Then try rubbing your thumb rapidly over a small 
area. If the warmth of the friction makes the finish 
sticky, or if the finish powders off, the quality is poor. 

Are exposed ends banded? Vhe end grain of a piece of 
wood is easily damaged and difficult to finish. In quality

A group of pictures can cover the over-all wall area above a single 
furniture piece.

A letter to 
your boy 
about army lite 


Dese eo: 


Well, I hear the draft has caught up 
with you, and that youre going into the 
army next month. I was in the army a 
while myself, a good part of World War 
IT, in fact. 

You haven't asked for my advice, 
and you may take it or leave it. But I'm 
going to tell you what to expect. 

You won't like a lot of things about 
the army. You'll be glad when your 21 
months are over. Still, it isn’t going to 
be too bad. I knew hundreds of guys 
who hated it at first. But after a while 
most of them adjusted to it, even came 
to have a kind of affection for it. 

I remember a homesick boy from 
Kansas who pestered me for three 
months trying to get out. He had a 
whopping collection of affidavits from 
his family and neighbors and the county 
farm agent and his preacher and others 
saying that he was needed at home to 
look after his mother and produce food. 
I got his papers processed, but they 
came back. He tried it again. Finally I 
called him into my office and gave him 
a straight-from-the-shoulder going over. 
I told him that he couldn’t get out of the 
army, that I was tired of his whining, 
that he must setthe down and make a 
soldier of himself. A year later in Europe 
he thanked me for it. And when the war 
was over he joined the regular army.

The 
people over you don’t ask you to do 
something. They tell you. When they 
tell you to get up at 5, you get up.

When 
they deny you a pass to town, you don’t 
go. You're no longer free to do more or 
less as you please. You do as your ser- 
geant or officer pleases. 


Y IUR biggest problem will be learn- 
ing how to take it. There is only one 
way to get along and that is to obey. Do 
vhat they tell you and do it the way they 
tell vou —even if vou know a better way. 
There’s no place in the army for im- 
agination. Someone in your company 
headquarters does your thinking for 
you. Someone higher up, perhaps in 
Washington, does his. 

Our first sergeant once simplified 
his method of making the morning re- 
port. At the next inspection, he, his 
captain, the adjutant, and the colonel 
were called upon the carpet, warned 
not to do it again. The point is that you 
must do things the army way. 

It’s a good idea, too, to be respectful 
to people who issue orders. It isn’t nec- 
essary to bow and s« rape, but it’s best to 
treat officers and sergeants with respect 
whether or not they deserve it

They have nothing but trouble in the
